Recovering Fuel 

A new process is now {fn use for 
recovering fuel from cinders. 

A hundred tons of coal used in a 
furnace leave about twenty tons of 
cinders, from which fiye tons of good 
coal fuel can be recovered. by means 
of maguetism.

Greater Proportional Increase in Pop- 
ulation in Canada than in the 
States 

There has been a great deal of un- 
necessary discussion and regret over 
the supposed loss of some two mil- 
lions Of our population during the last 
decade, in the opinion of the Van- 
couver Province, which has been mak 
ing atminvestigation and declares that 
“no such migration took place.” Im- 


migration into Oanada’ has always 
been overstated in the official re 
ports and the rate of natural in 
crpase used in the calculation of what 
our population should be is much too 
high, _ according to the Province 


After examining and comparing the 
United States decennial census taken 
in 1920 and -the Canadian census 
taken im 1921, it st&eests that we 
have reason to cheer up because 
there had been a greater proportion- 
ate increase in population in Canada 
than in the United States during the 
ten years and, with one exception, 
every Canadian province along the 
border has had a greater proportion- 
ate increase of population than the 
States just across the line. The ex- 
ception is the State of Michigan, The 
province of Prince Edward Island lost 
population during the decade but so 
did three States of the Union. 

The Province does not deny that 
there has been a large. exodus from 
Canada; its argument is as to the 
extent of the exodus, An admission 
that a substantial southward move- 
ment exists is clearly implied when it 
says: 

In the years before the wat Canada 
was receiving more settlers from the 
United States than we were sending 
to that country. We were receiving 
more eath year than the whole loyal- 
ist immigration which has ‘stamped 
its impression forever on the history 
of this country. It is expected that 
the movement from the United States 
to Canada will this year far exceed 
the movement from Canada to the 
United States, 

The absence of. actual statistics 
and the consequent uncertainty as to 
the number who have gone from Can-, 


ada to settle permanently in the Unit- 


ed States makes the subject a very 
good one for debate. But after the 
pros and cons have been sufficiently 
discussed-the moral of the whole mat- 
ter should be quite plain, namely, that. 


‘we should have careful and accuraly 


statistics kept of the immigration into 
the Dominion and also of the exodus 
from the Dominion. © We = should 
know the exact number of each na- 
tionality entering the country and 
should have a similar classification of 
those who are leaving. The statisti- 
cal branch at Ottawa could apply it- 
sélf to no more important wotk than 
that of arrangitig for securing accur- 
ate information as to the annual exo- 
dus to the south, These are the 


foundation years of the Canadian na-}

knowledge of the constituent elements 
that. are being woven permanently 
into it.—Free Press.

How to Destroy 
Sunflower Bugs 


During the past few weeks atten- 
tion has been drawn to two species of 
bugs which eppear to be new to this 
district, “One of these kills ard ap- 
pears to live on vdtato bugs, while the 
other «destroys sunflowers. FP. H. 
Wedderburn sent one of each of these 
to the provincial Entomologica' Labor- 
atory at Lethbridge and received che 
following reply: 

I have received two specimens from 
you, We are very glad to_have these 
records for the Alberta Pest Recurd 
and thank you very much for them. 

The first épecimens were specimens 
of a Potato Beetle Predator, one of 
the “Stink Bugs” with the Sciew.fi. 
name Perillius trioculatis. The larger 
of the two is the adult insect and the 
smaller and more reddish is a nymph 
or undeveloped specimen. They are 
called predator’, instead of parasites

It 
is a native that has spread to culi- 
yaed sunflowers from the wild plants 
and in some districts it does a great 
deal of damage. The larvae are very 
much like the larvae of the. potato 
beetle only they are green. They 
seem to prefer to feed on the youngest 
buds, and you wll find them gathered 
at the top of the plant where they com- 
pletely riddle the leaves: _ *

Let The Healthy Come 

Observant men who are willing to face facts squarely, and who are will- 
ing to admit what those facts disclose regardless whether they support or 
deny their own preconceived ideas, and support or run counter to their own 
particular and possibly selfish interests, have long since reached the concllt- 
sion that a country of Canada’s,magnitude, and variety and extent of natural 
resources in 2 raw state, must obtain a large increase in population if those 
resources are to be develofed, if people now resident in Canada are to securé 
some relief.from present handicaps antl burdens, and if-that measure of pros- 
pevity to which the Dominion is entitled is to be achieved. 

But when it comes to-deciding upon policies by which the needed addi- 
tional population is to be secured there is wide divergence of opinion. It is 
generally admitted that additional population must be obtained through im- 
migration, although there are some few people who would limit immigration 
to the few who might come quite unsoljcited to this. ebuntry and who would, 
therefore, have the Federal Government discontinue all efforts to obtain 
imniigrante. ; ‘ . : 

Others, and.a fairly large number,, too, would restrict all immigration to 
people conting from the United States and Great Britain. These good people 
are ever [carful that Canada will be swamped by a horde of alien peoples, 
speaking various languages, and bringing to this country the superstitions, 
the batreds, ‘the national customs and manners of living of their native lands, 
with the result that the Canada of the future will be a nation of polyglot 
peoples wilh little in common, but with much that may, make for disunion and 
discord, e eal 

Such people overlook,-or ignore, one important factor in nation building, 
while they greatly exaggerate the extent of the menace they. profess to so 
greatly fear. In the first place, it is important to recognize the fact that in 
the development of a new country like Canada all kinds and classes of labor 
are required.. Work cannot be provided for the skilled artizan in factories 
until, first of all, the rough labor of the untutored, unskilled worker has been 
brought to bear upon the raw soil and materials with which this country 
abounds. Before a factory. can give employment to the skilled worker, ex- 
cavations must be dug, sewers constructed, railways and roads built, trees 
felled and sawn into lumber, coal mined, and numerous other odd jobs pe 
formed, © The average immigrant from the United States and Great Britain 
does not come to Canada to engage in this rough work. Heand his family 
come with the idea of bettering their condition in life. Tf called upon to do 
this rough, heavy work here such immigtant becomes discouraged and, soon 


leaves the country. = ‘ 
On the pother hand men willing to do this kind of work, and looking for. 
it, can be o in other countries and it would amount to national suicide 
to prohibit their entry into Canada through a mistaken, shortsighted idea 
keeping Canada solely the birthright of English-speaking peoples. West 
Canada would not enjoy the railway facilities it now possesses, nor would the 
Prairie Previnces boast of its present fine cities and towns had it not been 
for the rough, unskilled work of the very class of people who would now, if 
some good people had their way, be barred from entry into this Dominion. 
‘ Nor is there any real danger of Canada being flooded with “foreigners” 
to such ar extent as to jeopardize our British institutions and Canadian:

ber eligible to enter e to the States. That country was Poland. On the 
other hand more people left the States to return to Poland than camé from 
there, the net result being a loss of Polish population to the United States. 
In Jike manner more people returned to Italy and Greece than came from 
those countries, while in the case of all other European countries, fewer im- 
migrants-came to"the States than would have been allowed to enter under 
the new law. é 7 7 

It would appear, therefore, that there fs no such great rush of Europeans 
to this continent, and that the danger of flooding this country with “fore{gn- 
ers” is more imaginary than real. 

Canada needs population. That need f% manifest on every hand. It 
should, theréfore, be Canada’s national policy to admit any, white people who 
want to come to our open areas and to work in the dévelopnitent of our natural 
resources, provided—and this is the only provision that should be rigidly en- 
forced—they pass strict medical examination and are shown to hold a clear 
“pill of health and give ordinary proof of good moral character. We should 
rigidly exclude mental, moral and physica! defectives. Having done this, few 
other precautions are necesgary, and it is safe to say that out of the enter- 
prising ones who migrate to Canada—and if is the more enterprising who do 
immigrate—the greatest proportion will make good. :

does not furnish his own illuminant, 
but merely provides in his 
suitable home for billions of light- 
producing . bacteria. The complex 
illumineting equipment found in 
many fish and crustaceans is held by 
Buchner to be. merely elabofite 
schemes for furnishing nutriment for 
the bacteria to live upon, and oxy- 
gen, by which the light is produced. 

The study has yielded a long cata- 
logue of animals and vyegetablés that 
produce their own “cold light.” . The 
study also “has. caused some unlearn- 
ing. To the layman one of the most 
familiar objects which shine in the 
dark by their own light is the eyes 
of cats and other animals. This is 
not the case at all, according to Dr. 
Harvey. g The cat has no = internal 
source of light, but his eye is a wow 
derful reflector and will gleam when 
it is almost dark. When it is totally 
dark the eye of a cat is dead. <A few 

- living things, less familiar than cats, 
however, have a lighting apparatus of 
their own, 

Some of the things which will glow 
in the dark, whether by their own 
Nght or by. light borrowed” from bac- 
teria, are, according to Dr. Harvey's 
catalogue, certain lichens, algae, 
fungi, yeasts, molds, smuts, mush- 
rooms, puffballs, mosses, liverworts, 
ferns, flowering plants, ‘ jellyfish, 
sponges, sea» anemones, many tribes 
of worms, starfish, periwinkles, slugs, 
squids, frogs, toads, salamanders, 
snakes, lizards, turtles, many deep- 
sea animals and various kinds of eggs. 
Some members of all those families 
are self- luminous. 4 

Dr. . hrarvey searched for many 
-years for sources of animal light in 
which the lght-producing substance 
was sufficiently concentrated for ex- 
perimental purposes. He, found by 
far the best agent in the eypridina, a 
minute shellfish, which are thick in

to him by a Japanese fisherman.

Pictures Can Now Be Used By Blind 
Folks © 

The splendid work done for the 
blind keeps expanding in new direc- 
tions. The latést developments is a 
picture book for the sightless. 

By the use of embossed dots, after 
the manner of books read by the 
blind, any picture can now be produc- 
ed in such a way that the trained 
blind man can read it by finger-touch 
just as clearly as those who have eye- 
sight can read it from the level page. 

Of course, understanding does not 
come as swiftly and broadly by touch 
as by sight, but it extends to practi- 
cally every detail that can be express- 
ed in form, Architecture and natural 
history are particularly suitable for 
reading by touch, and a book of travel 
pictures for the finger-tips has now 
been prepared. 

Among the- erections pictured in 
this book for the blind, exhibited at 
the Printing Exhibition at the Agri- 
culture Hall, Islington, England, were 
Eleanor’s Cross in front of Charing 
Cross Station in London, the Rialto 
Bridge in Venice, the Leaning Tower 
of Pisa, and the Great Wall of China.

the raisin crop was taken care of. 
The people of the United States rush- 
ed up to the candy.counter and car- 
ried away 17,000 tons of /raisins in 
nickel packages. The same - entire 
population probably hadn't eaten out 
of hand more than a nickel’s worth of 
raisins a year. They didn’t know, Wwo- 
til the advertising man told them, how 
shaky they were becoming for want 
of iron. yi 


Pretty much the same thing hap- 
pened in the matter of grape fruit. 
The grape fruit was the old maid 
of the citrus family until advertising 
made it popular, The orange grow- 
ers, through their association by na- 
advertising, have 
their incomes millions of dollars.

‘It seems everyone wants 
to get) well if the process demands 
no more than eating something that 
is pretty palatable anvway* 

And as the idea of organization 
takes and spreads among the grow- 
ers of food stuffs, the -practice of 
advertising is bound to extend. What 
revelations are in store for us. Soon 
we shall know why we have képt 
healthy all these years eating pota- 
toes and beef steak with a side of 
stéwed corn.. We shall gain a new 
respect for boiled cabbage because 
we shall know all about the calories 
and vitamines and whatnot.
